I kaiser and the ex-crown prince to Germany 
has no political 
significance. 
Even if there 


were no ulterior motive in fhe minds of the two 
HohenzollernP, the mere fact that they have re- 
turned to Germany, after their flight at the 
time of the German defeat would set tongues 
to waeginp and imaginations at work inside 
and out of Germany. Set beside the increasing 
activity of the monarchists in recent months 
the return of the Hohenzollerns looms as more 
than a co-incidence. Just what the portent may 
be. aside from the probability that the mon- 
archist? plan an effort of some sort to restore 
the Hohenzollern regime, cannot be said, but 
one recalls that the Hitler-Ludendorff putsch 
failed to "catch on" because 
Rupprecht 
of 


Bavaria cannily refused to stake his fortunes 
on that throw of the dice. Perhaps the mon- 
archist? mean to make another try under the 
Hohenzollern banner. 


That kaiser or crown prince may yet re- 


turn to the throne of Potsdam is by no means 
impossible. Napoleon returned from Elba after 
his defeat, and regained the throne—for a few 
months. 
After Waterloo and the restoration 


the third Napoleon tried again, and succeeded 
—only to fall when he met defeat in the war 
with Prussia. A nation in distress is likely to 
turn in desperation to the authority, however 
discredited, under which it once enjoyed great- 
ness. But there are few instances in history 
in which a democracy, once established in the 
place of a monarchy, has finally disappeared. 
The kaiser may come back for a time, but his- 
tory does not warrant the belief that he can 
take up his authority where he laid it down in 
1918 
and go on as before. Too much has hap- 


pened since. It is not the same Germany to 
which he returns. And even if the old loyalty 
•which he commanded in 1914 were there, the 
material conditions which might overthrow the 
republic in his favor would still exist to con- 
found his rule. 


The kaiser cannot make the industrialists 


disgorge any more easily 
or rapidly 
than 


Stresemann. He cannot make better terms with 
France—probably French hostility would be 
deepened by his return. He cannot restore the 
mark, or bring back Alsace-Lorraine, the Saar 
and the Ruhr. These are the things that weaken 
the Ebert government, that make the Germans 
restless for change, anxious to try another sys- 
tem. 
And they will still be there, militating 


against the success of the 
Hohenzollerns as 


surely and as definitely as against that of the 
republic. 


The kaiser may come back. But he won't 


last.
